SENATOR WOODMAN’S AMENDMENT. 
The Gazette has already made mention 
of the resolution offered by Senator Wood­ 
man, of Baraboo,providing for an amend­ 
ment to the State Constitution, which shall 
increase the salaries ot the members of the 
Legislature from $350 to $400, and cutting 
off all allowances lor postage stamps and 
stationery. It is claimed that the measure, 
it adopted, would save the State over three 
i thousand dollars a year—the present salary 
and allowances amounting to abont $425 
for each member, beside the public prop­ 
erty which finds Us way into the hands of 
employes. The chief object which Senator 
Woodman has in view, is to do away with 
the system of allowances, which he believes 
tends to corrupt public morals.

An investigation im u tau management 
of the Kentucky Penitentiary reveals (he 
fact that it is in almost as deplorable con­ 
dition as the Milwaukee House of Correc­ 
tion. It is a striking tact, that during 1879, 
that nearly one out of tyery ten committed 
to the Penitentiary dieiofsom o disease 
resulting irorn me shamefully bid condition 
of the prison. 
During the year, nearly 
STO of the 1003 confined there, were treated 
tor the scurvy. 
The want of proper food, 
and the filthy condition of the cells were 
the causes which led to such a remarka­ 
ble prevalence of the disease. Aside from 
the over-crowded cells, the want of suffi 
dent clothing and beddmg, ihe prisoners 
Were compelled to submit to severe 
grngs for trilling infractions cf the rales 
The Committee ot investigation pronounce 
the management of the Penitentiary an 
outrage against humanity, aud recommend 
that the keeper of the prison be removed 
at once. 


We believe in tree quinine, because that 
drug shculd be sold at the lowest possible 
figure, but the stones about the “gigantic 
bnrdtns” of the quinine tariff, are all ft 
humbug.

Tun tariff was a mo­ 
nopoly, and ii was right to break it, but to 
say that tho duly was enormously oppres 
give, is making a s ate-nen. which is not 
true. The wholesale price of quinine is

These are the principal features ot the 
bill, so far as we can learn.

now is, “Should the bill become a law ?” 
If it eau be proved that a State board eau

It Is strikingly plain to every person of 
intelligence in Janesville,; that no State 
board ot trustees, could under any circum­ 
stance whatever, manage the Institution 
tor the Blind with greater economy or with 
more ability,than it is now managed. No 
State board of trustees appointed by the 
Governor could possibly take a deeper in - 
ie res t in looking after the aff Hrs of the In ­ 
stitution, or coaid be more devoted or 
earnest iu their work, than the local board 
of trustees who now have the general 
oversight of that Institution.

My father was too goo I a disciplinarian 
not to understand the force of this state­ 
ment. He sat still, though impatient and 
scolding, while dam got down and tram p­ 
ed through the interminable rows of black 
pillared trunks, seeking vainly tor some 
landmark.?
